Brief Analysis of Proposed 
Changes to the State Consti- 
tution Supplied. 


i 


Nine proposed amendments to the 
Missouri Constitution will be upon 
|the ballot handed to all voters in 
ithe State at the election next Tues- 
day. For the information of the 


voters, the Post-Dispatch herewith 
presents a brief analysis of each 
amendment: 

NO. 1, 

Changes Section 11, Article 10, 
fixing tax rates. The present Con- 
| stitution provides that in school 
| districts formed of cities and towns 
‘the rate of taxation, which is limited 
| to 60 cents on the $100 valuation in 
cities having a population of 100,000 
or more, and to 40 cents in other dis- 
tricts, may be increased to $1 by a 
vote of a majority of the taxpaying 
voters. 

The proposed amendment removes 
the restriction making the provision 


to St. Louis. 
| NO. 3. 


Changes section 6, article 11, con-| 


|cerning the State school fund. The 
i present Constitution provides that 
ithe Legislature shall appropriate 
| from the “ordinary revenue” of the 
| State each two years | 
‘fixed by the Legislature at not less 
'than 25 per cent, for the support of 
'the public schools. In 1915, when! 
| State finances were at a low ebb, 
State officials sought to increase the 
‘amount available for general State 
purposes, by holding that many 
sources of State revenue did not 
come within the term “ordinary rev- 
| enue.” Their action led at the time 
ito a charge that they were “raidiny 
the school fund.” 
| The proposed amendment would 
| make all receipts of the State treas- 
'ury, no matter from what source de- 
| rived, subject to the 25 per cent ap- 
| propriation for school purposes. The 
‘adoption of the amendment woul: 
|greatly increase the amount avail- 
|able for school purposes. The _ S8t.

Adds a new section to Article 10.
